PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS 


THE MARITIME HISTORY OF DORSET 
BY MISS M, STOCKER, B.A. 


Delivered before the Society on the 10th October, 1987 


Dorset, the home of Britain's first major port and in modern times an 
important assembly point for the D Day landings in France has always been 
the Cinderella of the South Coast's maritime history, overshadowed by 
Hampshire with its sister ports of Southampton and Portsmouth to the east 
and Devon with its large naval base at Plymouth to the west. 

Yet Hengistbury Head was not just an important English Iron Age port, 
During the period between 100 B.C. and 50 A.D. it was one of Europe's 
largest ports; some authorities say the largest. Its geographical position 
opposite the Cherbourg Peninsula made it particularly convenient for the 
importation of goods from northern France, an area that had close racial 
ties with southern Britain as many Belgaic tribes from the Continent had 
settled in tne south of England from 200 B.C. onwards. Also because of its 
distinctive shape, Hengistbury Head was easy for ship's Captains to find 
in an era when they had neither charts nor compasses to guide them. 

Trade at Hengistbury was both coastal and cross-channel. The port's 
exports were much more varied than its imports. They included corn, cattle, 


Silver, iron ore mined at Hengistbury, slaves, hunting dogs that were 


renowned for their strength and were not unlike the modern wolfhound in 
appearance, and gold probably brought by sea from Ireland and then 
re-exported to the Continent, But imports consisted mainly of only one 
commodity, wine. The fact that more goods were exported from Hengistbury 
than were imported is confirmed by the large number of Continental coins 
that have been found at the site of the port (40% of the Amorican coins, 
that is coins from the Brittany area found in England, with the exception 
of the Mountbatten Hoard were recovered at Hengistbury). But very few 
British coins of the Iron Age have been found on the Continent, which 
would also seem to indicate that the balance of payments situation was in 
England's favour. 

However, after about 50 A.D. the port at Hengistbury gradually declined 
in importance. One reason may have been that when the Romans came to 
Britain under Julius Caesar, the Tribantes, one of the most powerful tribes 
in south east Britain made a treaty of friendship with Rome and as a 
consequence Roman merchants had transferred their trade from Hengistbury 
to the Essex area, where there is evidence of an increase in the traffic 
in Roman artefacts. If this were the case, then Hengistbury would have 
lost some of its lucrative trade, though no doubt commercial activity 
continued with the tribes in the Brittany district of France. 

When the Romans arrived in Dorset they established themselves not at 
Hengistbury, but at Hamworthy on Poole Harbour, where there was’ another 
Iron Age settlement. Throughout the Roman Occupation Hamworthy must have 
been a port of considerable importance since the Romans built a road from 
the port to Badbury Rings to join up with the main London to Exeter highway. 
Also a large military camp comprising accommodation for half a legion of 
soldiers was established at Lake on the northern shore of Poole Harbour. 
That the port was a considerable trading centre has been confirmed by a 
find of a thousand Roman coins, found in the area in 1932, though some of 
the coins may have been used to pay for consignments of the coarse black 
pottery, made from the local clay and sold in large quantities to the 
Roman army. 
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In Anglo-Saxon times the centre of maritime activity in Dorset was moved 
from Hamworthy to Wareham, which was further inland, perhaps because the 
Anglo-Saxon's favoured routes of invasion were the river valleys. It was 
they who built the famous rampart around the town in the 7th Century. But 
in spite of King Alfred's biographer Asser's description of Wareham as 
having the "safest situation in the world except on its western side, where 
it is joined to the mainland", it was frequently sacked by Danish raiders 
during the 9th Century. 

Nevertheless it was during the Anglo-Saxon period that Dorset made its 
most important contribution to our naval history. Firstly, because the 
newly designed ships that King Alfred ordered to be built to fight the 
Danish raiders, (which according to the Anglo-Saxon Chronicle were nearly 
twice as long as the enemy ships, carried 20 oarsmen or more, and were 
steadier and swifter than the Danish ships), must have been constructed 
in many of the Dorset ports, especially in the King's base at Wareham. 
Therefore, if King Alfred is the Father of the British Navy, Surely, Dorset 
must have been its cradle. 

It is also very probable that King Alfred's famous naval victory in 897 
took place in Poole Harbour as the following extract from the Anglo-Saxon 
Charter seems to indicate - 


"Then on one occasion the same year came six ships to the Isle of Weight 
and did much harm there, both in Devon and almost everywhere along the 
coast. Then the king ordered nine of the new ships to put out, and 

they blockaded the entrance from the open sea against their escape. 

Then the Danes sailed out with three ships against them, and three of 
their ships were beached on dry land at the upper end of the harbour, 
and the crews had gone off inland. Then the English seized two of the 
three ships at the entrance of the estuary, and slew the men, but the 
other escaped; in her also all but five were slain; and they escaped 
because the ships of the others were aground: they were also very 
awkwardly aground; three had gone aground on the side of the channel 
where the Danish ships were aground, and the others all on the other 
Side so that none of them could reach the others. But when the tide had 
ebbed many furlongs from the ships, the Danes went from the three ships 
to the other three which were stranded on their side, and then there 
they fought .... The tide however, came first to the Danish ships, 
before the Christians could push off theirs, and hence they rowed away 
to sea". 


The fact that the harbour could easily be blockaded; that there was an 
estuary out from the harbour, ie. the Wareham channel; the ebb and flow 

of the tide within a short space of time, (there was no suggestion that 

the action continued during the night or on consecutive days) would be 
consistent with Poole's double tide; and that Wareham was well known to the 
Danes, all point to Poole harbour as a likely venue for England's first 
great naval victory, as has been suggested by A.J. Wyatt. Other Dorset 
towns known to have had fishing communities in the Anglo-Saxon period were 
Lyme, later to become Lyme Regis, Portland, Swanage and Christchurch. 

By the 12th Century all the Dorset ports had come into being. Strangely 
Poole, now the County's only commercial port, and for long its most 
important one, was the last to be mentioned in any government document. 

The name Poole appears for the first time in the Pipe Rolls between 1179 
and 1183 and the town did not receive its first charter from William 
Longsepee until about 1248; the exact date of the Charter is not known as 
it was undated. However it is usually ascribed to the year 1248 for the 
following reasons; there were three William Longsepees, father, son and 
grandson, all of whom were Lords of Canford Manor, but only the first held 
the rank of Earl of Salisbury. As the Charter speaks only of "Willibus 


Longsepee" it must refer either to the son or the grandson, but the grandson 


lost his life soon after attaining his majority, as the result of an 
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accident at a tournament at Blyth, in Nottinghamshire at Whitsuntide in 

1257. This leaves only the son, who was lord of Canford Manor from 1226 to 
1250, a period of 24 years, but he is also recorded as having collected a 
thousand marks to finance his crusade to the Holy Land between 1247 and 1249, 
to have returned to England in 1248, after visiting the Pope and then to 

have made energetic preparations for his Crusade, As it was common practice 
in the Middle Ages for Lords who wished to obtain money for a crusade to 
sell charters to towns within their domains, 1248 certainly appears to be 
the most likely date for Poole's first charter. 

It is not clear at what point Poole succeeded Wareham as the most 
important port on Poole Harbour. Wareham was still being used by ships 
from the Continent in the reign of King Stephen, as it was there that the 
young Henry of Anjou, later to become King Henry II, landed when he made his 
first attempt to gain the throne of England. However, throughout the middle 
Ages Poole gradually increases its trade at the expense of its neighbours 
Wareham and Melcombe, the latter better known at a later date as Weymouth, 
of which Melcombe is now a suburb. 

One way of establishing the relative importance of mediaeval ports, 
is to compare the number of ships that were levied by the King from the 
various ports in time of war. In the Middle Ages there were no warships as 
such; only merchant ships contracted to carry soldiers who, not the sailors, 
did the actual fighting. Even ships owned by the sovereign were contracted 
out to merchants, when not actually needed for war. 

In the early 14th Century Poole, Lyme, Wareham and Weymouth were being 
assessed at roughly the same level. But by the beginning of the 15th 
Century Poole and Weymouth had become by far the most important areas, with 
Poole just in the ascendent. However, by the reign of Queen Elizabeth I, 
Poole had outstripped its neighbours and was the only port in the County 


with really large ships on its register. There were of course no passenger 


ships as such, even in the 14th and 15th centuries. Merchants and 
diplomats, who wished to cross the sea on business simply bargained with 
any captain, who was making a crossing at a convenient time. There was, 
however, one group of travellers, who did need to be transported in large 
groups, namely pilgrims, who until the Reformation crossed the sea in 
considerable numbers. Dorset ports were regularly used for this traffic. 
At the end of the 14th Century two ships left for Spain carrying pilgrims, 
who were visiting the shrine of St. James of Compostella, and in 1428 

John Davy of Poole received licence to carry 80 passengers in the Nicholas, 
in what, surely, must have been very cramped conditions, and in 1439 two 
other ships set out for the same destination. 

Before finally leaving the Middle Ages, however, mention must be made 
of an outstanding example of marine engineering in the County, namely, the 
Cobb at Lyme Regis. This astonishing structure was completed before 1294. 
The breakwater or pier, (it really served both purposes), consisted of 
rounded boulders of very large dimensions, called 'cornstones', which were 
loosely stacked inside massive wooden walls, constructed from the trunks of 
full grown oak trees. No mortar was used anywhere in the structure. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that it was regarded as one of the architectural 
wonders of the south of England. 

By the 16th Century the Cobb had become so well known that when it was 
damaged by storms in 1586 there was considerable delay in its repair, 
because all the skilled workmen, who maintained it, had been sent to Dover 
to build a pier there, and only a few years later the Lyme men were 
engaged in a similar task at Hastings. 

With the ending of the ‘Hundred Years War' with France and 'The Wars 
of the Roses' at home, England became more prosperous than it had ever 
been and during the long and, until the war with Philip of Spain, 
generally peaceful Tudor era, both coastal and foreign trade increased 
greatly. 

Naturally, the Dorset ports benefited from the enlarged scale of 
economic activity in the Country. It would be tedious to try to enumerate 
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all the different commodities that were landed, but a list of the goods 
brought into Lyme in the year 1490 that has survived is probably 

fairly representative of the goods that were traded in the south coast 
ports of the period. It included exports of iron, tin, lead, woad, woollen 
cloth, canvas and seven kinds of fish, while imports included such items 
as tar, pitch, resin, wine, bowstaves, honey, 011, tallow candles, which 
indicates a considerable amount of trade with both northern Europe and the 
Mediterranean. By the 16th Century such exotic articles as gold dust and 
'elephant's teeth', that is elephant's tusks, were being imported at Lyme, 
though it is likely that they came from Portugal rather than directly from 
West Africa, as English ships were not trading with the African coast 
before the reign of Elizabeth I. 

The most important trading venture ever undertaken by the Dorset ports 
was their participation in and eventual domination of, the Newfoundland 
fishing industry. There are no statistics available for the beginning of 
the Newfoundland fishery, but by 1542 it was of sufficient importance to be 
mentioned in an Act of Parliament; in 1548 ‘a great Newfoundland fleet' was 
Causing anxiety for its safety, and an increase in the amount of trade was 
noted in 1578. However, the greatest increase did not come until after the 
defeat of the Armada in 1588. This effectually ended Spanish and Portugese 
fishing in the Newfoundland waters to the great advantage of the English, 
who were then able to sell their catches in the Iberian Ports on their way 
home from the Newfoundland Banks, and re-load with another lucrative cargo 
before returning home. 

An interesting account of how the Newfoundland trade was conducted is 
given in a report to a Select Committee in 1817 by a Mr. George Garland. 

It reads as follows:- 


"When trade was first established the merchants and their immediate 
servants were the only persons engaged in it. The merchant residing 

in England made his outfit in the Spring of the year, both as it 
represented the number of servants he engaged and the quantity of 
provisions and tackle he provided, on a scale proportional to the extent 
to which he intended to carry on the fishery. The fish were wholly 
caught, cured and exported by his own servants, and a very smal] 
establishment, (if any), was left in the island through the winter. In 
process of time however, a third class of persons sprung up consisting of 
servants and sailors, who had chosen to remain on the island after the 
period of their servitude had elapsed, and of their descendants born in 
Newfoundland. These persons denominated Planters procured supplies of all 
necessities of life and implements of the fishing from the merchants, 
engaging to pay for the same in fish and oil". 


How very close the relations were between the Dorset ports and 
Newfoundland is shown by an order of the Star Chamber made in 1633, that 
instructs "the Mayor of Weymouth in conjunction with his bretheren of 
Southampton and other neighbouring seaports to ‘take cognisance' of all 
offences and crimes committed on the soil of Newfoundland". In fact no 
Court of Justice was established in Newfoundland until 1793, so presumably 
the relations that were established in 1633 continued for more than 150 
years. 

In the latter half of the 18th Century the number of ships sent annually 
by Poole to Newfoundland varied from 62 to 84, a greater number than its 
nearest rival Dartmouth. But the trade decreased sharply as a result of 
the American War of Independence. 

Nevertheless, all the Dorset ports, from Christchurch to Lyme Regis 
carried on a brisk trade until well into the 19th Century with the little 
ships so aptly described in the last verse of John Masefield's poem, 
Cargoes:- 
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"Dirty British coaster with a salt-caked smoke-stack 
Butting through the Channel in the mad March days, 
With a cargo of Tyne coal, 

Road-rails, pig-lead; 

Firewood, iron-ware, and cheap tin trays", 


Lovers of Jane Austen will no doubt recall that in her novel ‘Sense and 
Sensibility', which was published in 1811, when Mrs. Dashwood and her 
daughters moved from Sussex to Devon, all the furniture, including the 
piano, was sent by water. However, before the close of the Century, traffic 
in the Dorset ports had declined rapidly for two reasons, firstly most of 
the ports were not large enough to take the new and much larger iron-clad 
ships and secondly the new macadamed roads meant much greater competition 
from road transport. 

Trades ancillary to the needs of the maritime community have always 
played an important part in the economy of Dorset, that was second only to 
that of Agriculture. The earliest marine industry was of course fishing. 
Indeed trading in fish may well have pre-dated trade in agricultural 
products, for while Man can at least to some extent regulate the quantity 
of food that he grows, the fisherman has no such control over the supply 
of fish and must needs barter at least some part of a good catch for more 
durable commodities against times of empty nets and stormy seas. 

Domesday Book records fishing activities at Lyme, Weymouth, and 
Christchurch, while at Wareham a herring fishery that began in the Saxon 
period continued well into the 14th Century, by which time there were also 
fisheries at Portland, Preston, Studland, Swanage, Worth and even Corfe 
Castle. Large quantities of oyster shells have been found on the site of 
the Roman port at Hamworthy, and in the 17th Century a large oyster fishery 
was established at Poole, consignments of pickled oysters being sent not 
only to London, but also to Spain, Italy and the West Indies. Other 
shellfish, such as crabs, lobsters and prawns were also caught along the 
Dorset coast between Swanage and Lyme Regis. 

Although perhaps the most astonishing example of coastal fishing in the 
County is the 18th Century mackerel fishing at Abbotsbury, not an area 
usually associated with the fishing industry, nevertheless, in 1812 
Stevenson wrote that 30,000 or 40,000 mackerel were caught at a draught 
near Abbotsbury, where they were sold at one penny a hundred, and in 1724 
Defoe, the author of Robinson Crusoe, when travelling along the coast road 
from Abbotsbury to Bridport saw:- "all the way on the seashore ships 
fishing for mackerel" which he explains, "they take in the easiest way 
possible: for they fix one end of the net to a pole set deep in the sand, 
then the net being in the boat, they row right out into the water some 
length, then turn and row parallel with the shore reeling out the net all 
the while until they have let go all the net, except the line at the end 
and then the boat rows ashore, when the men hauling in the net to the shore 
at both ends, bring to shore such fish as they surrounded in the little 
way they rowed ... Such was the plenty of fish that year, that the mackerel, 
the finest and largest I ever saw, were sold at the seaside for a hundred a 
penny. 

In and just before the season men were stationed with telescopes, on 
vantage grounds all along the coast, their duty to report the first 
approach of mackerel, shown by a darker patch in the sea, by curious 
ripples and by the company of greedy birds, Usually the crew were 
waiting at a neighbouring public house, or in a convenient cottage with a 
hogshead of cider", 

By the beginning of the twentieth Century Dorset's fishing industry 
| was declining rapidly. Poole was still the most important fishing port 
though Weymouth, Portland, Wyke and Abbotsbury all maintained fishing 
| fleets, but by the end of World War II, there were no fishing fleets in 

| Dorset, just a few inshore fishermen. 
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Boats must have been built in the little creeks of Dorset from the time 
when men first began to fish in the sea. Yet written evidence that ship 
building took place within the County is not available before the 13th 
Century, when in 1293, King Edward I, in preparation for his war with 
France, ordered llgalleys to be constructed at Lyme at his expense, as well as 
one of 120 oars to be built with the help of the men of Weymouth. It is 
also recorded, a hundred years later, in 1395 that the newly built Katherine 
of Lyme was used in the Pilgrim trade. But until well into the 18th Century 
evidence concerning the building of ships is mostly circumstantial, for 
example the number of ships supplied to the king in time of war, or the 
number of ships engaging in trade from a port in a particular year, because 
until well into the 18th Century, ships were generally built in the port from 
which they traded. Though a writ sent to Weymouth in 1352 forbidding the 
sale of English ships to foreigners would seem to indicate that Weymouth at 
least built more ships than were required for its own trade. In the reign 
of Charles I, shipwrights from Weymouth were sent for to assist in the 
building of a vessel called the Sovereign of the Seas and in the reign of 
Henry VIII, shipwrights from Poole went to Woolwich for the building of the 
Henry Grace Dieu. 

Again using the number of ships levied in time of war as the criterion 
Lyme was the first port to furnish ships for the king's use. However by the 
beginning of the 14th Century, Poole, Lyme and Weymouth were assessed at 
the same number, but by the middle of the century Weymouth had become much 
the larger supplier, although she was soon equalled by Poole, after which 
the two ports were of about the same importance, until in the 18th Century, 
Poole by reason of its Newfoundland trade became by far the most important 
Dorset port, a position it retained until the American War of Independence 
brought about the collapse of the trade. Fortunately this did not lead to 
the complete demise of shipbuilding in Dorset, as the trade was kept alive 
by the building of boats for the trade. In 1823 Leith Smacks and Revenue 
Cutters were being built, and before 1861 yachts were also being built at 
Poole, where one shipyard had a patent slipway that could be used for 
hauling up ships of 200 tons and another, which was added in 1892 was 
capable of handling ships of 400 tons. In 1907 Lloyd's register recorded 
35 yachts afloat that had been built at Poole. This trade still continues 
today and Poole was a pioneer in the building of yachts with fibre glass 
hulls. And in the 1970s Poole again became a major commercial port with the 
opening of the Poole - Cherbourg roll-on roll-off ferry service, which has 
been so successful that Poole now ranks as the 11th largest commercial port 
in the United Kingdom. 

The town of Bridport had a brief, but lively era as a port after its 
Harbour was completed in 1751, and during the Napoleonic Wars no less than 
19 ships were built there. Unfortunately its years of activity were all too 
brief, as the last keel was laid down in 1855, little more than a century 
after its first ship was launched. However, Bridport's most important 
contribution to Dorset's maritime history was not its shipbuilding, but its 
rope making and sailcloth industries, when the town supplied all the tackle 
required for Poole's Newfoundland fisheries. 

Two other industries that flourished because of Dorset's seabourne trade 
were brewing, (from the 16th Century onwards Poole had a large export trade 
in beer, which was shipped to the Channel Islands), and wet coopering. At 
the end of the Middle Ages the cask was the standard form of packaging in 
most European countries. Indeed, in the reign of Elizabeth I, so much 
timber was being used by the coopers that a law was passed in 1593 
requiring all exporters of beer to bring back a fixed quantity of either 
clapboards or casks on the return voyage. In a County such as Dorset with 
its important export trade in beer, and its even more important fishery 
trade, the craft of wet coopering, that is, the making of casks for holding 
liquids and wet commodities, such as fish, must have made a considerable 
contribution to the economy of the County. An interesting example of the 
cooper's craft can be seen at the Old Town House at Poole, where two large 
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cooperage buoys, once in use in Poole Hardour, and now over a hundred years 
old, are on view. These buoys are made of bent staves kept in place by iron 
bands and were made on the same principle as the conventional beer barrel or 
cask. Even some inland areas benefited from tie County's seaborne trade, 
for example, Muccleshell, a small hamlet in the parish of Holdenhurst, 

where a factory making ship's biscuits was established by the local maltster. 
A huge brick oven ran right under the biscuit store. The freshly baked 
biscuits were transferred from the oven to the store, by means of either 
pulleys or a ladder to a first floor door in the store where they were 
packed and despatched to ships that were engaged in the Poole - Newfoundland 
trade. 

The economy of Dorset suffered considerably from the loss of most of its 
seaborne trade during the 19th Century. Fortunately, however, help was at 
hand, with the development of a completely new industry within the County, 
that was also dependent on the sea, that is the Holiday Trade, or as we 
would say the Tourist Industry, which began with the visit of King George III 
in 1789, and culminated in the founding of a completely new holiday resort 
in the County, that was to completely overshadow its maritime neighbours 
by the beginning of the 20th Century, namely Bournemouth. 

In the first half of the 18th Century the fashionable. resorts, that were 
patronised by the wealthy, (it was to be another 200 years before ordinary 
folk could look forward to an annual holiday), were inland spas, like Bath 
and Buxton. But thanks to the writings of a certain Dr. Richard Russel, 
who wrote a treatise called "A Dissertation concerning the use of sea-water 
in diseases of the glands", in which he claimed that sea-water had many of 
the remedial properties of spa water, more and more of the aristocracy 
began to take annual holidays, first in Brighton, where the good doctor 
himself resided, but soon in many of the south coast fishing villages, which 
then soon became resorts, in which the holiday trade began to rival the 
fishing in importance. This rush to the seaside is delightfully described 
in the following lines from Cowper's poem Retirement: - 


"Your Prudent grandmammas, ye modern belles, 
Content with Bristol, Bath and Tunbridge Wells, 
When health required it, would consent to roam, 
Else more attached to pleasures found at home, 
But now alike, gay widow, virgin, wife, 
Ingenious to diversify still life, 

In coaches, chaises, caravans and hoys, 

Fly to the coast for daily, nightly joys, 

And all, impatient of dry land agree, 

With one consent to rush into the sea". 


The first Dorset fishing port to become a famous resort was, or course, 
Weymouth, thanks to the patronage of George III, who took his first ‘dip’ in 
the sea there on Sunday July 7th, 1789, thus ensuring the town's 
popularity, and its many advantages were glowingly described by Dr. 
Granville, an early historian of seaside resorts in the following paragraph: - 
"The sea-bathing is perfect at Weymouth ... The sands over which bathers 
have to walk are well-known, as being of the finest description, equal to 
those of Scarborough in the east, and Blackpool in the west, and superior 
to any other in the south. The declivity of the shore is almost 
imperceptible and totally free from those obstructions which are noticed 
on many parts of the southern coast; so that the most timid lady may 
indulge in the great luxury of open sea-bathing, with the additional 
comfort of perfect security, and of sea-water pure, clean and transparent; 
in fact genuine, unpolluted sea-water". 
Weymouth's example was soon followed by Lyme, which formed the setting 
for Jane Austen's novel, Persuasion, published in 1818, while Swanage 
became a modest resort for the Middle-Ciasses in Victorian times. But 
Dorset's largest resort, Bournemouth, was a late developer, for in 1841 
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there were a mere 31 houses in the area, and 20 years later there were still 
only 2000 dwellings there, but after 1870, when the town had been linked 
by the railway with London the population rose rapidly, so rapidly, in fact, 
that by 1931, the town had a population of 116,000, while today its 
population is well over 150,000. 

Thus although the County's commercial trade is now confined to one 
port, Poole, albeit a growing one, the ever increasing importance of the 
tourist trade in Britain's economy, and the fast developing popularity 
of small-boat sailing, will I am convinced ensure a prosperous future for 
the coastal regions of Dorset.

Introduction. We concluded our last report in confident anticipation 
of a full and happy year with Mr. George Parkinson as our President and 
Council Chairman; thus is has proved. The Officers have worked very 
amicably as a team and in supporting them the Finance and General Purposes 
Committee and the Council have not had any problems of consequence. 


Finance. Mr. Philip Whieldon, Miss Ruth Winter, and Mr. Bill Lee, 
our Financial sub committee, have kept a careful watch on the finances of 
the Society in the past year and our investment in the M & G Charifund is 
proving a useful hedge for our capital reserves against inflation. Interest 
rates have been generally lower throughout the year, making it necessary to 
find more lucrative investments for those of our monies in Local Authority 
loans which have been repaid. 

The long term financial projections which were made last year have not 
altered but early precautionary moves which have been made are beginning to 
Show results. The Income and Expenditure accounts show a healthy surplus 
of income due largely to lower than expected expenditure on maintenance 
(the lowest since 1977 in fact) andhigher than expected receipts from fund 
raising events and extraordinary items. 

The subscription increase with which we start the year continues our 
precautionary moves for the future but it is already evident that 
maintaining our property will be more costly in the coming year than in the 
past. However we look to the future with cautious confidence. 

Before concluding this section we must record our thanks to those of our 
members who so generously make donations and gifts which enable improvements 
to be made in our facilities, and finally to express the greatest possible 
appreciation to Mr. Philip Whieldon our treasurer, Mrs. Iris Towndrow his 
assistant and Mrs. Hooton Smith who looks after the Petty Cash and Meeting 
accounts for their diligent work and attention to detail which keep the 
finances up to date and running smoothly. 


Membership. A growing and active membership is an important factor in 
ensuring the continued health of the Society and the past year has seen a 
steady flow of applications to join us but the number of members at the end 
of the year remains at about 500. The nature of our membership comprising 
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mainly those who have retired is such that a steady turnover of members is 
to be expected but we would welcome many more new members to join us for 
the instruction, entertainment and fellowship to be enjoyed. We would also 
invite more members to come forward to help in running the Society, as 
leaders of outings, and field meetings, lecturers, and any with specialised 
knowledge who can help in running a section or keeping our premises up to 
scratch. 

The membership records are kept with great skill and patience by Mrs. 

B. Hooton Smith. This is only one of many jobs she does and over and over 
again she earns our warmest thanks. 

We have this year acknowledged Miss G.J. Bury as our oldest member, who 
joined the Society in 1930. Her father was President in 1930/1 and 1935/6; 
he was a distinguished scientist and a prolific writer. In his time he 
delivered many lectures to the Society some of which are produced in our 
"Proceedings'. Miss Bury and the family have very generously given his 
original notes and papers to the Society for safe keeping. We have also 
recently made contact with a grandson of Alfred Russel Wallace a founder 
member and son of the Society's first curator W.G. Wallace. We are 
hoping Mr. A.J.R. Wallace will soon become a member of the Society to 
maintain the family connection over the 84 years. 


Activities. The programme of activities is, of course, the basis of 
our existence, In times past we had many members who were active in research 
and who reported regularly on their work but regrettably today the number 
of such members is few. Never the less we maintain a programme of activities 
for the instruction and interest of members on five days of most weeks 
throughout the year. There are 12 sections, each with a leader and each 
dealing with one of the sciences with which we are concerned. The leaders 
constitute a committee under the chairmanship of Miss K.M. Bennetts and it 
is they who plan and arrange the programme of lectures, field meetings 
and outings. The amount of work involved is considerable and we are 
greatly indebted to them for their hard work. Mrs. L.M. Maddox, Mrs. Molly 
Saunders, Mrs. I. Towndrow and Mrs. Garlinge all add their help when it 
comes to typing, printing and packing the ‘Yellow Pages' for distribution. 

The joint meeting with members of the Royal Horticultural Society in 
February was something of a record. The lecturer was that popular 
broadcaster, Mr. Alan Titchmarsh, and the demand for tickets was 
overwhelming. In the event arrangements were made for the lecture to be 
given twice in the afternoon and with some adjustment to the parking and tea 
arrangements the presentations were enjoyed by nearly 300 members and 
visitors. 

Other important dates, in the programme year were the New Year party, 
the PresidentS Lunch, the Garden Party and the Birthday Tea. These events 
were in the care of the ladies of the Tea and Entertainment Committee 
chaired by Mrs. Mollie Parkinson. They were all a ‘sell out' and were 
greatly enjoyed. The Tea ladies also look after the provision of tea after 
lecture meetings, a most popular time for a chat, very efficiently 
organised. This work too goes on week after week all year round and we 
cannot thank these hardworking ladies too warmly for what they do. 

The programme this year also included a 14 day holiday in Majorca 
organised by Mr. George Parkinson and Miss Winsome Davis. Its primary 
objects were the study of birds and flora but there were tours and 
excursions to suit all tastes and all took place in a characteristical ly 
friendly atmosphere. The whole trip was greatly enjoyed and our 
grateful thanks go to the organisers. 


Library. The lending and reference library is a popular facility for 
members’ use. Books are borrowed for study, recreational reading and for 
assistance in the preparation of lectures. A number of volumes has been 
added to our stock during the year by gifts and by purchase. We allocate a 
sum to the library committee and they make purchases at the suggestion of 
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Mrs. G.M. Thomas, M.A., B.Litt., Vice President, stands spade in hand in the 
garden ready to dig the first sod of the pond, which she is giving in memory || 
of her husband, Mr. W.C. Thomas, a Vice President of this Society.

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the section heads or as seems to them appropriate. The members of the 
library committee are regularly to be found in attendance on Tuesday 
mornings carrying out general maintenance on the books and we are greatly 
indebted to them for all the work they put in. 

We have a number of books which we believe to be of value and a number 
in need of repair. In respect of the former we are looking into the matter 
of providing some special insurance against loss and the latter allocating 
some money for the repair of the more important volumes. 


Garden. Miss Mary Rlower has continued to head a group of devoted 
members who work in the garden. Their efforts are very much appreciated and 
the garden has never looked better. The serenity of the surroundings is 
enjoyed especially by many of our members who dwell in flats. By rooting 
plants for disposal Miss Blower provides funds for the purchase of new 
plants and so the garden grows. A pond is a new feature installed below the 
bay window of the Museum. It has been provided by Mrs. G. Thomas in memory 
of her husband who did so much for the Society. The installation work has 
been carried out by the gardening team and although it will take time to 
mature it already adds to the interest of the view from the window. We thank 
Mrs. Thomas very much for her generosity. 

The arrangement involving Mr. Garlinge cutting grass and carrying out 
clearing etc. is working well. 


Museum. Mr. Bill Whitsed will have completed two years as Curator 
this Autumn and has asked to be relieved of the job. During his term of 
office he has made such an impact on our museum that we accept his 
resignation with very great regret but with profound thanks for all his 
good work. He has undertaken innumerable repair and renewal jobs and by 
rummaging in some of the old store rooms leaves them tidier than they have 
been for many a year. One result of all this work has been to reveal a 
number of items which are surplus to our needs, and we have given the 
Curator and the Secretary authority to make disposals in consultation with 
the section heads, putting the proceeds to the funds. By the year end we 
had disposed of some post cards by auction producing £399, negotiations 
are proceeding to seil some old lantern slides and some surplus mammal 
material is going to the Area Museum Council for spare part use by their 
taxidermist. 

Mr. Whitsed and the Museum Committee organised the annual ‘Open Day' 
in which we were joined by the Bournemouth Photographic Society and the 
Dorset Trust for Nature Conservation, The Mayor of Bournemouth honoured us 
with a visit and there was a very good attendance by the public. Many 
members too dropped in to see some of our treasures which were on display 
for the day. We are greatly indebted to all who worked so hard to 
ensure the success of the day which resulted in a number of applications 
for membership and more enquiries. 


Premises. 39 Christchurch Road has not been the subject of any 
major repair work this year but a number of lesser jobs have been tackled 
successfully and the generosity of members has enabled very important 
improvements to be made. 

The paving of the path down the East side of the house nas been completed, 
providing improved access to the Lecture Hall and to the Garden. We are 
most grateful to a member for the initiative and generosity which made this 
possible. The boundary hedge on this side of our plot was removed witn the 
development of 41 Christchurch Road and has been replaced by tne back wall 
of garages. We have an arrangement with the developers to reinstate our 
boundary and tidy up the remaining path in due course. Inside the Hall we 
have installed a radio microphone as an improvement to the public address 
equipment making it possible for our speakers to have complete mobility 
without affecting the quality of the sound. This has made possible the 
provision of a 'loop' to provide some help for those of our members who 
wear a hearing aid. 
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The radio microphone has been provided at no cost to the Society through 
the generosity of two members and the Loop was the subject of an appeal 
to members for funds to meet the cost. We are most appreciative of the 
generosity of the donors of the microphone and thank them. We also thank all 
those members who responded to the appeal and the hard of hearing report a 
new ability to appreciate our speakers. 
There was a small surplus of the appeal funds and we felt that this 
money could be used for working up the new equipment and for its maintenance. 
Nther jobs which have been undertaken are the successful stopping of 
roof ieaks and the redecoration and refurbishing of the old dark room. 
Mr, Garlinge has provided the labour for all these jobs’ which has made them 
of very economic cost. We are most grateful to Mr. Garlinge for his help 
and cooperation. 


Accommodation. The Dorset Trust for Nature Conservation continue to 
have their offices with us and earlier this year we agreed to let them have 
use of the old dark room as an additional studio. We were able to come to 
a very favourable arrangement with them over the redecoration of the room 
and to extend the tenancy on acceptable terms. The Bournemouth Philatelic 
Society continue to hold their meetings with us as do the Museum and Arts 
Society. We have had enquiries from other organisations for accommodation 
during the year but they have not come to fruition. 


Trustees. The Society has four trustees appointed in accordance with 
its charity status; Miss D.M. Lowther, Miss K.M. Bennetts, Mr. J.C. Mitton 
and Mr. W.H. Lee were appointed on 25th March 1974 and have been serving 
in this capacity for thirteen years. They share considerable 
responsibilities as the nominal custodians of the property and assets of the 
Society. They have all served the Society long and well as members and tne 
membership owes them a great debt of gratitude. Miss Lowther and Mr. Mitton 
have now indicated that they wish to give up their responsibilities to be 
replaced by more active members. We have accepted their resignations with 
great regret acknowledging the sound reasons benind their wishes; at the 
Same time we here record our deep appreciation of their work for the 
Society and hope we shall continue to benefit from their wisdom and 
experience, Mr. J.G. Parkinson and Mr. M.P. Bentley have been elected to 
become the new trustees and a deed of appointment will be prepared 
accordingly. 


Personalia. As indicated earlier the management of the Society's 
affairs has been undertaken very happily this year and the membership as a 
whole owes a great debt of gratitude to all those who collaborate to keep 
the hign level of activities going. A few individuals have been mentioned 
in the course of this report, the names of many others are printed in the 
'yellow' programme and all, we hope, are included in the ‘Proceedings’. 

We thank them ali and invite other members looking for a rewarding hobby 
to come forward to share in the work of keeping our Society going. 

Ye thank the Chairmen of Sections for their interesting programmes. 
Special mention must be made this year of Mrs. Stella Thomas who, to our 
regret, iS resigning from the Chairmanship of the Botany Section which 
She has held since 1981. These have been full years with many lectures and 
a big programme of field meetings. To these must be added our thanks for 
her keeping of records, the care of the Botany room and the Study Groups 
which she has held there. 

An appreciative tribute must be paid to Mr. J.C. Mitton for his work as 
Slide Custodian and Projectionist. He joined the Society in 1959 and in 
1964 was elected to that office and since that date he has been in 
attendance three times almost every week to support the lecturer. For 
such a record he has been made a Vice-President and an Honorary Member. 
Last year an accident kept him from us for many months and he found it 
necessary to give up the job and Mr. Graham Wilson was elected to succeed 
him. The Council has created Mr, Mitton Honorary Slide Consultant and we 
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here pay tribute to him for his loyalty and devotion for a service which 
can hardly have been exceeded in a Society which attracts a strong loyalty 
from its members. 

Finally we would wish to record our appreciation of the continued good 
work being done by Mrs. Garlinge, ably assisted by Mr. Garlinge, in looking 
after our premises and tackling the many jobs which add to the smooth 


running of the Society. We hope they will long continue to enjoy being 
with us.

As usual the Council report mentions everyone except our Honorary 
Secretary Mr. F.R. Watson. After five years as Chairman of Council I find 
it increasingly difficult to find the right words to pay proper tribute 
to his important role in our affairs.

Taking care as he 
does of all the day to day administrative tasks, he also finds time to keep 
a close eye on the many maintenance items that crop up in a building as old 
as ours.

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TWO WEEKS. FELD MEETINGS 
MAJORCA, 27TH APRIL-11TH MAY, 1987 


This, the first overseas Field Meeting of the Society, was enjoyed by 
thirty-three members. Although it was primarily intended for bird-watching 
and botanising, members were also able to enjoy the geology of the Island 
which made the scenery of the northern mountains so beautiful. 

The initial organisation and administration were carried out by the 
Deputy Chairman of Council and Chairman of Geography, Miss M.W.S. Davis who, 
in fact, was the inspiration for the meeting in the first place. 

The ornithological side was led by the President, Mr. J.G. Parkinson, 
whilst the botanical side was led by Mrs. S. Thomas, Chairman of the Botany 
Section, who provided the botanical section of this report, ably assisted 
by Miss M. Blower, Chairman of the Horticultural Section. The geology of 
Majorca proved impossible to ignore and I am indebted to Mrs. V. Copp, 
Chairman of Geology, for the following paragraph. 


"The rugged mountains of the north are an extension of the great Alpine 
chain and rise to over 4,000 feet straight out of the Mediterranean. We 
had awe-inspiring views of the overturned folds and thrusts on the rocky 
coast of the Formentor peninsula, and at Sa Calobra we marvelled at the 
spectacular gorge which has been eroded out of the steeply dipping folded 
and faulted rocks. Majorca is 99% limestone, hard Jurassic rocks in the 
mountainous north and softer Tertiary limestones more or less 
horizontally bedded in the rolling plains of the central and southern 
parts. Here percolating rainwater over geological time has resulted in 
extensive underground caves. We visited the caves of Drach where the 
huge caverns and the lake and the beautifully lit stalactites and 
stalagmites were quite breathtaking". 


In our search for birds we visited some of the finest scenery in Majorca, 
including the High Sierras, the Boquer Valley, Cape Formentor, Casas Veyas, 
Albufereta and Albufera marshes. The waste ground behind the hotel proved 
very productive and many members visited the area before breakfast every 
morning. The feature bird of the trip was the Nightingale (Luscinia 
megarthynchos) seen and heard everywhere. A rare highlight was the sighting 
of a Collared Flycatcher (Ficedula albicoklis) at Casa Veyas, this being a 
'first' for most members of the party. Altogether over 100 species were 
recorded; a list of birds of particular interest in appended.

Botany 


In Majorca the wild flowers seen were too numerous to list here (even 
had identification been certain) and very many were recognisable as close 
relations to many British species. For these reasons no mention is made of 
the many flowers belonging to the Papilionaceae (pea family) which grew in 
great profusion in the fields and waysides. Endeavour has been made to 
list those plants which attracted pleasurable attention and are rarely or 
never seen locally.

The 1986-1987 season opened with a brilliantly illustrated lecture on 
the Temples and Gardens of ancient China, by Miss M.W.S. Davis, which had 
as its sequel in December, an equally fascinating glimpse of the Tombs and 
Palaces of that mysterious land. 

In November we had an impressive lecture by Dr. Michael Fulford, in 
which he described one of England's most important archaeological sites, 
Silchester Roman City. Also, in the same month, the Section had a most 
enjoyable visit to Portchester Castle, led by Mr. Teasdill. Those who 
were sufficiently energetic had the opportunity to climb to the top of the 
keep, where they had a magnificent view of the harbour. 

An excellent background lecture on Ancient Egypt ushered in the New Year, 
and in April Mr. Watson followed up with a second lecture on King 
Tutankhamun, that formed the prelude to a visit to the newly opened 
Tutankhamun exhibition in Dorchester, which was led by Mr. Teasdill. Two 
further lectures gave us an up-date on recent Archaeology in Dorset. The 
first by Mr. W.G. Putman, told the story of Maiden Castle since Sir 
Mortimer Wheeler; while in the second Mr. Whitsed followed in the footsteps 
of the Roman Legions over hill and dale in south east Dorset.

Two lectures given by Mr. Teasdill, one on Portraiture on Coins, and the 
other on the Habsburgs and their Coinage graphically demonstrated how 
historical knowledge can be obtained from the study of coins. 

In May Miss Phyllis Winter delighted her audience with a scholarly 
who-dun-it with the intriguing title of Who Killed William Rufus? And on 
June the second and fifteenth Mr. Teasdill led two most enjoyable 
visits, the first to Greenwich Maritime Museum and the second to Littlecote 
where a demonstration of the mediaeval sports of falconry and jousting 
delighted our members. Later in the month Miss M.G. Key in a lecture 
entitled Russia, the Bear's Lair, gave an absorbing account of some of 
Russia's historic sites, with copious illustrations. 

The Chairman's lecture given in July discussed the importance of the 
figures of Gregory the Great, St. Augustine and Thomas Becket in the history 
of the City of Canterbury. And the season ended with one of Mr. Lee's 
illuminating topical lectures, this time on Iran, which included some 
magnificent slides on the royal throne room.

The activities of the Section consisted of seven lectures. 

The first was on October 25, 1986, when Colin Pither, the well-known 
local amateur astronomer, gave a talk about 'The Winter Sky'. He discussed 
the many features - stars, nebulae and clusters - visible from southern 
England during winter evenings. 

Then on November 22 Geoff Kirby, another regular astronomy lecturer who 
lives in Weymouth, gave a talk on ‘Meteors - Missles from Outer Space'. 
Meteor showers are associated with cometary debris and many regular showers 
are observed each year. Particles that land on the Earth are called 
meteorites. Meteorites preserved and gathered by glacial migration in 
Antarctica are a recently discovered rich source for scientists to study. 

The last astronomy jecture of 1986 took place on December 6 when 
Dr. Malcolm Coe from the Physics Department of Southampton University 
visited the Society. His talk described his trip to the exotic Mauna Kea 
observatory on Hawaii. At 14000 feet on the summit of this extinct volcano 
is the United Kingdom Infra Red Telescope - UKIRT - reckoned by many to be 
the finest ground based infra red telescope in the world. The telescope 
studies a variety of infra red, i.e. 'warm', sources in the sky. These 
ground based observations complement those obtained by orbiting spacecraft 


such as IRAS. 
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In the new year on January 24 Andrew Chisholm gave a lecture describing 
the Voyager 2 Flyby of Uranus. Andrew is another local amateur astronomer 
and regular lecturer to the Society. His talk came on the first anniversary 
of the famous Voyager 2 Flyby of the planet. The flyby of remote Uranus was 
spectacularly successful in revealing not only more information about 
Uranus but also about its ring system and satellites, ten more of which were 
discovered. Of the satellites, Miranda stole the show with its amazingly 
irregular surface, suggesting an agglomeration of shattered fragments. 
Voyager 2 continues its mission with a flyby of Neptune scheduled for 
August 1989. 

On February 7 the Section Chairman gave a talk about ‘Orreries and 
Sundials'. An orrery is a mechanical model of the solar system. It is 
named after Charles Boyle, 4th Earl of Orrery (Ireland) who had the first 
one built in 1713. The chairman illustrated his lecture using the beautiful 
brass, mahogany and ivory orrery, dating from 1794, in the possession of 
the Society. He also explained the design of sundials. Sundials are 
precise astronomical instruments that date back to ancient times. Their 
design and correct usage reveal many basic astronomical points of interest. 

On March 14 a lecture on ‘Black Holes' was given by Dr. Charles Boyle 
(no relation to the Earl of Orrery). Dr. Boyle studied astronomy at 
Glasgow University and now works at A.E.E. Winfrith. He explained 
clearly and in simple language the nature and properties of black holes. 

Finally on April 11 Dr. Peter Clifford, a regular lecturer also from 
Winfrith, gave a clear and comprehensive lecture on Radio Astronomy and its 
vital role in modern scientific research. Although only about 50 years old, 
it has become one of the major branches of astronomy, covering a vast field 
of research on a range of phenomena.

During the past year we included some new (or not too recently 
visited places) and we have to thank Mrs. Saunders for leading the very 
productive meeting along the River Stour at Iford, Mr. Lees for Fiddleford 
Mill, Miss Blower for Seacombe and Portland and Mr. Spencer for Bourne 
Bottom. The latter was an evening meeting and well attended. Mr. Spencer 
who has an infectious enthusiasm and knowledge of Horticulture, Botany 
and Entomology is welcomed as a valuable asset of the Society. 

Although the first two meetings in 1987 were cold and flowers sparse, 
with the recovery of the weather our finds became more numerous. 

Orchids became abundant, especially at Spetisbury and Corfe Common and we 
were able to identify at least twelve species. We also found in addition 
to Blackstonia perfoliata and two Centauriums, three other Gentianacaea. 
Among the less often seen plants were Monotropa hypopitys (Yellow bird's 
nest), Odhiogiossum vulgatum (Adder's tongue), Sagittaria sagittifolia 
(Arrow head), Nuphar lutea (Yellow water lily, or Brandy bottle) and 
Trilochin palustris (Marsh arrow grass). 

The fungi forays have become very enjoyable as, under the patient and 
able leadersnip of “rs. Leonard, Mr. Collings and Mr. Lees, we have all 
learnt more. These plants too were abundant in 1987. 

The two study groups held in the last quarter of 1986 and the 
beginning of 1987 proved popular and happy meetings and are repeated in the 
1987 winter programme, hopefully becoming an annual feature of the winter 
months. 

During our 1987 meetings we sadly missed Mr. Harold Ambrose whose support, 
geniality and enquiring mind had for many years added greatly to the group's 
enjoyment. 

The lectures in the Botany Section during the last quarter of 1986 and 
the three quarters of 1987 were mainly contributed by members and tne 
Society must appreciate the generosity, sheer hard work, time and personal 
effort that make up the delivery of such talks. Mr. Whitsed's addiction to 
islands, The Seychelles, Mauritius, and the Isles of Scilly gave splendid 
examples of his photography made even more interesting by his commentary. 
The team of Photographer / Botanist produced so professionally yet in 
friendly manner by Desmond and Marjorie Parish was of particular interest to 
those members anticipating a visit to Majorca and pleasantly nostalgic for 
those who had visited in earlier years. Mrs. Woodhead's explicit and 
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informative comments and slides enhanced our good fortune in living in this 
area whilst Mrs. Leonard's holiday in Portugal gave us all tne opportunity 
of sharing her enjoyment. Mr. Collings' explanation and illustrations on 
Mycology brought light to our somewhat rudimentary knowledge of this complex 
subject. 

The glimpses of North Africa gave an entirely new aspect to that area and 
were another example of husband and wife team work since Dr. Norman's talk 
embraced his wife's beautiful photography. Mr. Cook's rather special 
knowledge gave us further insight regarding the delightful Brownsea Island 
Nature Reserve and was an encouragement to make more visits. Mr. Cook's 
talk delighted our audience and I am pleased to be able to say that Mr. Cook 
will be addressing the Society again early in 1988. 

Finally, on a personal note, I much regret that due to outside and purely 
private pressures, I must forgo the responsibility of the Chairmanship of the 
Section.

The Geography year opened in October with an interesting talk by 
Mr. V.W.K. Channon, entitled 'A Peep into Asia'. The architecture of brash 
Hong Kong with its many sky-scrapers contrasted with the golden palaces of 
the Thai Kings.

As work has proceeded during the year on the cataloguing of the 
geological collection many interesting fossils have come to light which do 
not seem to have been described in the literature but which are sufficiently 
Significant to merit being permanently recorded. 

One of such items is an exceptionally well preserved ichthyosaur forelimb 
BNSSO0006 from the Oxford Clay of Rodwell, Dorset. It is one of the most 
complete post-Liassic ichthyosaur forelimbs yet known and, not improbably, 
the specimen will ultimately prove to represent a new ichthyosaurian genus. 
It has recently been described and figured by Mr. J.B. Delair in the 
Proceedings of the Dorset Natural History and Archaeological Society, Vol. 108 
for 1986, pp. 210-2l2, where some unusual features not Artherto exhibited 
in ichthyosaur forelimbs of that age are detailed for the first time. 

The same author describes below, also for the first time, two pathological ly 
deformed bear phalangeals and a turtle carapace in the Society's collection. 
Similarly interesting additional unreported specimens may also be noticed in 
due course. 

We are grateful to Mr. Delair for his work on these specimens so that 
they can become more widely known, and by implication, available for future 
study to those with similar specialist interests. 

With the object of bringing our Society to the notice of the 2,000 
members of the Geologists’ Association an article was written for that 
Association's Circular and published in the September 1987 edition. An 
account of the history of the geological section of our Society was given 
together with details of our collection. It is hoped that some local 
members of the Geologists' Association might be encouraged to participate 
in our activities and already through this article some interesting 
contacts have been made. Permission has been given for the article to 
appear in the Geological Curator which will result in more publicity for 
the Society. 
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During the year we acquired for the library the five volumes of 
Chandler's Tertiary Flora and hope to make progress with the identification 
and cataloguing of our Bournemouth "Leaf Bed" material during the coming 
year. Arrangements are also in hand for this important material to be 
examined by a well-known palaeobotanist whose subsequent report on the 
fossils will be awaited with much interest.

SOME HIGHLIGHTS OF THE FOSSIL COLLECTIONS 
OF THE BOURNEMOUTH NATURAL SCIENCE SOCIETY. 


SERIES I: VERTEBRATA 


by J.B. Delair 
Introduction 


The surprisingly varied collection of fossils in the museum of the 
Bournemouth Natural Science Society includes several specimens which, 
because of their rarity or exceptional preservation, are significant 
scientifically and deserve to be better known. Together with a number of 
specimens which have been previously noticed in the literature, these 
fossils may be regarded as highlights of the Bournemouth collection. By 
way Of promoting a wider awareness of the existence of this interesting 
material, this paper constitutes the first of an occasional series 
designed expressly to record the relevant fossils. 

In the present contribution, two associated mammalian and one reptilian 
specimens are figured and briefly described for the first time. Of these, 
one represents a 'rediscovered' specimen, and the mammalian bones hitherto 
unreported material. 

It is anticipated that various invertebrate and botanical fossils, in 
addition to further vertebrate remains, in the Bournemouth collection will 
be noticed on a similarly occasional basis as and when future opportunities 
permit. 


I, Brown Bear (URSUS ARCTOS) 
Cfitiges 1) 


Pathological conditions in various fossil organisms have been traced to 
very early time indeed 1;2. Specimens evidencing such conditions, however, 
are of comparatively rare occurrence, so the existence in the Bournemouth 
collection of two wrist bones (metacarpals) of a Brown Bear (Ursus arctos) 
exhibiting pathological deformation is a matter of some scientific interest. 

A note with these metacarpals (BNSS 9066 and BNSS 0067) states that they 
were obtained from Pleistocene deposits in "Clevedon Cave near Weston- 
super-Mare, Somerset". Now in Avon, the "Clevedon Cave" of this note is 
undoubtedly that known in the literature as Walton Bone-Cave, a limestone 
cavern buried by aeolian (wind-blown) deposits situated adjacent to the 
B.3124 road near Walton-in-Gordano, approximately 134 miles N.E. of 
Clevedon or some 12 miles W. of the centre of Bristol. The bone-charged 
rock (breccia: a mixture of angular fragments of stone and bone cemented 
into a solid mass by calcium carbonate) within this cave has been dated as 
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late Pleistocene 3, so the specimens noticed here are probably not much 
older than 25,000 years and perhaps considerably younger. 

Walton cave was first described in 1907 4; 5, when remains of Brown Bears 
were noted as being especially abundant in it. The present metacarpals, 
which belong to the same species of bear, were apparently not among the 
Walton Cave bones listed by Jackson in his survey of the whereabouts of 
finds from all the principle caves and bone-fissures of the Bristol / Mendips 
area 6, It is thus unfortunate that no record exists of how BNSS 0066 and 
BNSS 0067 came to be lodged in the Bournemouth collection, or of when that 
event occured, 

Both metacarpals clearly show pathological effects typical of advanced 
osteoarthritis (fig. 1), a scourge known to have afflicted even some of the 
giant saurians of the Mesozoic era millions of years earlier 7. Evidently 
it was no respecter of Brown Bears, even during Pleistocene times, and the 
original owner of these metacarpals must have suffered severe discomfort.

II: Freshwater Turtle (TRIONYX cf. INCRASSATUS 
(Fg? 2) 


On December 10th, 1918, the Rev. E.F. Linton read a paper at a meeting of 
the Dorset Field Club in which he briefly described the then recent 
discovery of an almost complete carapace of a fossil turtle in the London Clay 
of a brickpit near Verwood railway station, Dorset. Two years later the 
paper was printed in the Field Club's Proceedings, and the turtle identified, 
but not figured, as Chelone sp. 1. Since that date no further reference to 
this specimen has appeared in the literature, and the fossil has tended 
to be overlooked or come to be regarded as lost. In 1920, however, Linton 
donated the specimen to the Bournemouth Natural Science Society, in whose 
collections it still remains, registered at BNSS 0026. It was originally 
discovered sometime between 1914 and 1918 by a workman at the brickpit. 

Linton located the find-spot of the fossil rather loosely, merely stating 
that it was near the railway station at Verwood. The station served the 
railway which formerly ran between Alderbury near Salisbury to West Moors near 
Wimborne, and was situated at grid ref. 077E.093N. The line was closed down 
and dismantled several years ago 2. Scrutiny of older ordnance survey maps 
shows that a pit existed on the west side of the line a short distance south 
of the station at grid ref. 075E.089N. Almost certainly this was the pit 
referred to by Linton and the provenance of BNSS 0026.

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The London Clay in which this fossil was found, was deposited during the 
Eocene period and dates, together with the carapace, from approximately 50 
million years ago. 

The present specimen consists of the natural cast of a carapace lacking 
the outer shell and in which the spinal column is plainly discernible. It is 
embedded in matrix and no trace is visible of the plastron (or under side 
of the turtle). The general configuration of the specimen is a regular oval 
(fig. 2), the longest (antero-posterior) diameter being 352mm., and the 
Shortest (transverse) diameter 292mm. 

Turtle carapaces as complete as the Verwood specimen are quite rare, and, 
as far as this writer is aware, otherwise unknown from Dorset. Linton 
mentions having shown the specimen to Dr. C.W. Andrews, then of the British 
Museum (Natural History), who concluded that it probably represented a 
species of Chelone, albeit an indeterminate one. Further comparison, 
however, shows that the carapace most nearly resembles that of Trionyx 
incrassatus, a fossil river turtle described and figured by Owen in 1849 3. 
BNSS 0026 differs from typical T. incrassatus carapaces by being somewhat 
broader, although this may in part be due to preservation, and it would, 
perhaps, be premature to positively assign it to that species. Until such 
time as its identity can be more decisively established it may be safest to 
record the Verwood turtle as Trionyx cf. Incrassatus.

Weather conditions in the early part of the season did not favour 
the insects - few Vanessids were seen, although matters righted themselves 
during the summer, with vast numbers of Peacocks (I. <0) appearing in many 


parts of Dorset. 


Moderate numbers of migrants were recorded, notably the 


Vestal (R. sacraria) and Hummingbird Hawkmoths (M. stellatarum), one of 
which was seen ovipositing on Madder (R. peregrina) by Mr. M. Spencer. 
Field meetings during 1987 were blessed with good weather, with 
consequent increases in the numbers of Lepidoptera.and Odonata species 
The highlight of these outings was the sight of the Silver- 
spotted Skipper (H. comma) - a species which is now extremely uncommon. 
The meeting at Holmsley in search of Galls was very successful - a total 
of 24 different types of gall was found. 
In October 1986 we were very fortunate to hear a talk given by 
Dr. Michael Morris, Head of Furzebrook Research Station. Speaking in his 
capacity as Chairman of the International Union for Conservation of Nature 
- and Natural Resources Butterfly Specialist Group, he gave an account of 
his trips to Taiwan, Papua New Guinea and Irian Jaya to assess the use of 
butterflies in the decorative trade, provision of specimens for 
collectors, and the effect of newly-created butterfly farms, which not 
only supply specimens for these purposes, but also help in the 
conservation of rare and endangered species. 
The next two lectures concerned Moths - the first was a general 
review of moth families, and the second dealt with some of the numerous 
species - pestiferous and otherwise - found in gardens. The Banks 
Memorial lecture, given by the President, was in honour of the late 
Sq. Ldr. J.L.C. Banks, former President and Chairman of this section. It 
concerned a subject very dear to him - Dragonflies of Great Britain - and 
Mr. Parkinson illustrated it with some of the excellent slides taken by 
Sq. Ldr. Banks, and donated to the Society by Mrs. Banks.

Seventeen field meetings were held on a variety of habitats, woodland, 
plain and riverine and the chief concentration was on the four species of 
deer: red, Cervus elaphus; fallow, Dama dama; sika, Sitka nippon; roe, 
Capreokus capreokus. Several deer were observed in unfrequented habitats. 
A noticeable feature of the deer stalks has been the number of fallow 
bucks watched, in contrast to females, which were seen with antlers at all 
stages of development, mostly in velvet, the protective covering during 
growth from approximately the end of April to the end of September. On the 
last walk in September some trees were thrashed for territorial marking 
indicating that the males were in hard 'horn' and preparing for the rut. 
Spasmodic sightings of the smaller mammals were noted and discussed. 

Lectures were given by the Chairman of Mammalia and by Mr. Martin Noble, 
Head Forester of the New Forest, who spoke on British Reptiles and 
Amphibians and on British Bats. He described the life cycle of the Bat, 
our only flying mammal, their food (a pipistrelle bat can eat up to 3500 
insects a night), and their form of sonar, high frequency sounds they emit 
which enable them to avoid obstacles and locate food in complete darkness. 
He described the many different types of habitat, each species of bat having 
its own preference, and spoke of the reduction in roosts in recent times, 
although bats are now a protected species. 

The mammalian programme using lantern slides from the Society's 
splendid collection was greatly appreciated by the audience. The slides 
mostly of African subjects, were prepared by Major Radcliffe Dugmore, 
being first drawn, then photographed on glass slides and finally hand 
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painted. Credit for their presentation must be given to Mr. F.R. Watson, 
Mr. G.H. Wilson and Mr. J.C. Mitton. 

This report cannot end without a reference to Miss C.F. Noll whose 
death has left a void in the Natural History section of the Society. 
She had considerable knowledge of many facets, particularly of butterflies, 
large moths and dragonflies, a number of which she reared from egg to 
imago. The pond dipping meetings which she and the late Dr. T.M. Bell 
inaugurated were enhanced by her enthusiasm and dedication. 

The Chairman wishes to thank those members, (names recorded elsewhere 
in the Proceedings), who led field meetings and those who participated 
in them. Thanks also go to Mr. G.H. Wilson and his assistants for their 
co-operation in this section.

Once again bad weather in January and February caused several 
cancellations of Field Meetings in this Section, but otherwise a full and 
successful programme has been enjoyed during the year. South Haven 
Peninsula was abandoned owing to gale force winds and pouring rain and Avon 
and Sopley in January was cancelled as temperatures were so low that we 
were advised on the radio not to stand about outside as there was a danger 
of frost-bite! 

We visited the Arne area of Poole Harbour in November 1986 and saw a 
female Hen Harrier quartering the marshes. 

Miss Haybali took us to Titchfield Haven Nature Reserve by coach in 
November - hoping to beat the worst of the winter weather - and we were 
fortunate to have excellent views of a very rare visitor from North America, 
a Spotted Sandpiper, which was feeding on the mud for a considerable time 
in front of our hide, 

Another Hen Harrier, also female, was seen at Beaulieu Road that month 
and three Dartford Warblers. 

This year we went to Farlington Marshes in late January and here again 
we were lucky. There had been four or five Long Eared Owls in the area a 
few days earlier and we had splendid views of two of the Owls roosting in 
trees near the pools. 

We had unusually pleasant weather for our trip to the Chew Valley 
Reservoirs in February and found a number of Goosanders amongst a variety 
of ducks on the lake. 

Spring migrants are always a pleasant sight, and we much enjoyed Yellow 
Wagtails, Lesser Whitethroat, Common Whitethroat, Sand Martins, Willow 
Warblers, Chiffchaffs and a Cuckoo at Durlston Head in April. 

More migrants followed at Winspit in May with our first sighting of a 
Swift for the season. Many Whitethroats were in the bushes by the stream 
with Blackcaps and Whinchat. 

We heard several Nightingales singing at Martin Down at the end of May 
and also an interesting number of Garden Warblers. 

Mr. John Lockwood and Mrs. Margaret Evelyn took us on a new venture in 
mid-June. We visited the plantation near Sherford Bridge at nine o'clock 
on a close and thundery evening with great success, as we saw and heard 
three pairs of Nightjars displaying there. 

This was closely followed by another new venture - a visit by coach in 
early July to the Hawk Conservancy near Andover. Here they have a 
comprehensive collection of eagles, falcons, hawks and owls, and we were 
able to watch three demonstrations of some of these birds being flown free. 

We enjoyed a most interesting and stimulating lecture by Mr. John 
Elgood in February on the Classification of Birds, and a very informative 
and enjoyable talk with excellent slides by Mrs. M. Vanstone on the birds 
of Skokholm and Grasholm, in September. 

We were shocked and saddened to hear of the sudden death of Mr. Harold 
Ambrose in December. He had been a most valuable and much ljioved member 
of this Section for some years. 

We have welcomed a number of new Members this year to our Field 
Meetings and I should like to thank those who have led meetings for me and 
helped in many ways with the successful running of this Section.
